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BILL 

TO 

Amend the Act providing Superannuation Allowances to a.d. 1872. 
Officers of Unions in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient that the Act of the twenty-eighth 
year of the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter twenty- 
six, providing superannuation for officers of unions in Ireland, 
should he amended : 

5 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act and the recited Act may he cited together for all Short tide. 
10 purposes as “ The Union Officers (Ireland) Superannuation Acts, 

1866 and 1872.” 

2. The Superintendent Registrar of Births, Deaths, and Mar- Superinten- 
riages appointed in any union in Ireland shall he deemed an officer 
within the operation of the recited Act; and in computing the deemed 
15 salary of any officer of a union under the recited Act and this Act, offi " 
the amount of the emoluments of his office on the average of the Emoluments 
three years concluded in the last preceding quarter may he taken to be taken 
into calculation by the guardians and charged upon the rates of the awding 
union at large. superannua-
